The commission approved a request of 
Linette E Lefkowitz for permission to 
have a business telephone and office 
space in her home at 1720 Sheffield Dr., 
for a photographic business.

The commission also approved a home 
use permit for Frank M. Signorelli to 
have a business telephone and office in 
his new home at 407 W. Locust Ave., in 
conjunction with a general contracting 
business. Com munity Development 
Department director Jack Lam told the 
commission the request was for a 
transfer of a permit from Signorelli’s old 
home at 509 South K St., where Signorelli 
operated for 11 years.

“ Israel is arranging its forces ac­ 
cording to developments,” Defense 
linister Shimon Peres said after a tour 
f the frontier Monday. 


Tanks are stationed at several points

Peres said there is no line on a map 
>eyond which Syrian intervention would 
;rigger a m ilitary reaction. 
“ But we have made known some 
joints that are very sensitive and we 
think the Syrians understand this,” he 
said. 


The m ilitary sources said the Syrians 
have moved up to 35,000 men into 
Lebanon, together with 300 to 400 
tanks. 
Peres said there has been no indication 
so far that Syrian forces have crossed 
the Lilani river, which is believed to 
mark off the region Israel wants to re­ 
main free of hostile forces. 


The sources said it was likely that 
small numbers of Syrian troops would be 
allowed to cross the Litani. 
" It all depends on the quantity — I 
don't think there would be any problem 
with symbolic Syrian forces,” one 
source said. 
Visitors to the border region said it 
was quiet Monday despite tension about 
a possible Syrian move. 
M ilitary analysts said they did not see 
the situation as explosive and felt there 
was little chance of hostilities breaking 
out. 
In other developments, officials in 
Jerusalem said Israel instructed its U N. 
ambassador to agree to renewing the 
mandate of U N. peace forces on the 
Golan Heights. 
Ambassador Chaim Herzog will also 
tell U N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim that Israel is ready to 
negotiate with Syria on an end to the 
state of war between the countries in ac­ 
cordance with U N. resolutions, the of­

The mandate of the 1,250-man force 
was due to expire at the end of the 
month.

Steps are under way today for the most 
comprehensive survey ever undertaken 
of community goals in education — what 
does the community want the schools to 
emphasize in the curriculum? That is the 
project and the question. 
An estimated 700 to 900 persons will be 
randomly selected to serve on school at­ 
tendance area committees in a massive 
rating of educational goal priorities. The 
schools have looked to the community 
before for guidance in the selection of 
course offerings and direction, but never 
in the scientific way now projected, Dr. 
Bill William s said Tuesday. 
William s is providing mathematical 
charts for random selection of parents in 
the individual school areas. An es­ 
timated 30 to 60 — nearer 60 than 30. ac­ 
cording 
to Williams — parents will 
serve on each of 16 school committees. 
They will be asked to arrange 18 educa­ 
tion goals in terms of importance. 
Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District ordered the survey some months 
ago and appointed a nine-member dis­ 
trict needs assessment task force com­ 
mittee headed by Bob Thompson, dis­ 
trict director of curriculum, and in­ 
cluding William s, who is principal of 
Vandenberg Junior High School. 
On Friday, Thompson, backed up by 
trustee G ail Steiger announced a time 
flow chart indicating the work of the 
school area committees will be com­ 
pleted by the end of April 1977 and the 
whole project will wind down at the end 
of May 1977 when “ Results of school and 
district needs assessment (w ill be) 
presented to schools, parents, com­ 
munity and news media.” 
Thompson told news media represen­ 
tatives Friday, “ Our dollars don’t go as 
far as before. There’s a decline of stu­ 
dents and revenues. Quite frankly we 
need to know what the people want,” 
Steiger added, “ It’s a way of directing 
out- resources to create the education we 
need.” 
The impact of the survey results could 
be visible in the curriculum as early as 
September 1977, according to the of­ 
ficials. 
A circular that will be distributed 
areawide toward the end of November 


declares “ The schools have the job of 
trying to meet the needs of the people. 
This often requires making choices. The 
community will be asked to share the 
responsibility of reaching agreement in 
educational priorities. Through this 
cooperative effort, resources can be 
redirected Principals and teachers will 
have a better understanding of what the 


community believes is important for the 
students of Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict." 
Here’s how it will work : the grassroots 
or school committees will arrange 18 
structured goals according to the impor­ 
tance on a priority basis of one to 15. One 
would be the highest importance, 15 the 
lowest. 
Patty's hotel 
visit results 
in bomb threat 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Three days 
after her release from prison on bail 
Patricia Hearst went for an after dinner 
drink at the Top of the Mark, touching off 
a bomb threat at the Mark Hopkins hotel, 
police reported today. 
A few minutes after she arrived at 
10:30 p m. the hotel switchboard 
received a call from a man with a gruff 
voice saying: “ We re going to get Patty 
Hearst and we’re going to start with you. 
We re the SLA ” 
Another call came in a short time 
later, believed to be from the same 
person. 
The second time, the caller said, “ Are 
you ready for it?” 
Operator Elsa Maldonado said she 
anwered “ For what?” 
The caller said, “ For the bomb.” 
A third call came while police were at 
the switchboard, saying, “ You better get 
Patty Hearst out of the building. You 
have five minutes ” 
A search turned up no bomb.

Develop a fund of information and con­ 
cepts. Develop special interests and 
abilities, 
Priority lists generated at the school 
level will go on to a district committee, 
eventually to the district task force and 
finally onto the desks of the school dis­ 
trict trustees. 
It is important to note that the assess­ 
ment process will tap the opinion and 
ideas of p aren ts, teach ers, ad ­ 
ministrators, school employes, com­ 
munity individuals, who may have no 
children in the schools, and students 
themsleves. 
Students in grades 6, 8, 11 and 12 wUl 
be polled along with teachers That will 
be completed by April 1, 1977 if the time 
flow chart is followed. 
Next up will be a study session on the 
subject on November 30 before the 
school board 


B E IR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - The 
Syrian-dominated 
Arab peacekeeping 
force has finished taking up positions 
throughout the country but has not 
stationed any troops near the border 
with Israel, the leftist-held Beirut radio 
said Tuesday. 
The radio said the force had stayed 
away from the Israeli border apparently 
to avoid giving Israel any pretext for 
m ilitary action Reports from Israel said 
the Israelis have moved reinforcements 
to the northern border with Lebanon. 


Israel has said repeatedly it would not 
tolerate large numbers of Syrian- 
dominated peacekeeping troops near its 
border with Lebanon. 
However, 
Palestinian official Hajj 
Ismail said recently that the towns of 
Tyre and Nabatiyyeh, further south to­ 
ward Israel, would eventually be in­ 
cluded in the security plan. 
Although Ismail did not elaborate, 
there has been talk of sending “ token 
forces” further south and Israel has said 
it would react according to whether it 
judged the presence of Arab troops to be 
engaged in “ hostile" or “ non-hostile” 
activities. 
Leftist leader Kamal Jumblatt has 
also called on Arab heads of state to per­ 
mit the positioning of troops further 
south. 


On Sunday, Syrian troops of the Arab 
army rolled into leftist and rightist posi­ 
tions in the north and south, bringing 
nearly the whole of the country under 
their control. 


But there was intense speculation over 
whether the Arab army would continue 
south toward Israel under the so-called 
“ third phase” of the security plan 
elaborated by President Elias Sarkis and 
his m ilitary commanders. 


The announcement that the “ third 
phase" was finished appeared to be 
designed to emphasize that there would 
be no further movement toward Israel 
The Syrian advance south was halted 
at the oil refinery of Zahrani, about 40 
miles north of the Israeli border. 


Beirut newspapers quoted Radio 
Jerusalem as saying Monday the Israeli 
troops, tanks and other heavy equip­ 
ment stationed along the frontier with 
Lebanon were “ part of a series of 
precautionary measures to prevent 
Syrian and other Arab forces from 
changing the m ilitary balance in south 
Lebanon.” 
With 
Syrian peacekeeping troops 
tightely enforcing a truce, the country 
turned Tuesday to another sign that 
peace had come—a good, prewar style 
political squabble. 
Britain agrees Lo firm 
date on Rhodesia switch 


G EN EV A , Switzerland (U P I) - B ri­ 
tain. attempting to break a month-long 
deadlock at the Rhodesia peace con­ 
ference, offered today to make March 1, 
1978 a fixed date for granting in­ 
dependence 
to 
Rhodesia's 
black 
majority. 
The offer was made by British con­ 
ference chairman Ivor Richard to 
hardline nationalist leaders Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo, partners in 
a “ Patriotic Front.” 
The two nationalists have blocked 
negotiations on concrete issues by in­ 
sisting on a binding commitment from 
Britain, as the colonial power, on an in­ 
dependence date. They demanded Dec 1, 
1977, but indicated some slippage would 
be acceptable. 
Nationalist officials told U P I that 
R i c h a r d ’s o f f e r today 
s ta t e s 
"categorically” that March 1, 1978, is a 
firm date by which all administrative 
and constitutional processes, including 
the granting of actual independence, will 
have been completed. 
“ This is the latest date by which all the 
processes will have been completed and 


independence granted,” he said 
The official said Mugabe and Nkomo 
would meet Wednesday morning to draft 
a joint response to the latest British of­ 
fer, “ which is a slightly altered 
position.” 
Nkomo said e a rlie r that both 
nationalist leaders were insisting on a 
binding commitment from Britain on a

'Dynamic duo' scours far-flung 
county area for block grant input

They call themselves, joking­ 
ly, the “ Dynamic Duo,” the two 
attractive young women who 
are dedicated to making a suc­ 
cess of the $725,000 federally 
funded Com m unity Block 
Development program in far- 
reaching unincorporated areas 
of Santa Barbara County 
Carolyn Mottarella of Lom­ 
poc and Del Tompkins of Santa 
Barbara have just concluded 10 
sessions in as many county 
communities getting public in­ 
put on needed local projects and 
facilities. 
The strenuous, two-month 
campaign of meeting with com­ 
munity citizens and getting 
local input ended Nov. 17 with a 
m e e tin g in S u m m erlan d 
Presbyterian Church which at­ 
tracted a turnout of more than 
40 persons 
Miss Mottarella, who is work­ 
ing under a joint management 
program with the County Hous­ 
ing Authority and the county ad­ 
ministration. now has the task 
of preparing preapplications for 
various suggested projects to 
go to the U S Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment (HUD) for approval. 
First, however, the com­ 
munity’s preferences for cer­ 
tain improvements must be 
sifted through staffs of various 
county departments to deter­ 
mine "what the best eligible 
projects are and how they fit in 
with funding." said Miss Mot­ 
tarella 
Funding for the current year 
— third of the HUD program — 
is expected to be from $325,000 
to $350,000 
P ro jects now being im ­ 
plemented from the initial 
stages of the program have a 
valuation of more than $477,000. 
Miss Mottarella said the win­ 
dup hearing in Summerland 
was "really a great finale to the 
program." with a large portion 
of the community showing in­ 
terest 
Mrs. Tompkins, who is an ad­ 
ministrative services assistant 
for the county, agreed that

proach provides the community 
with the opportunity to decide 
how community development 
activities are going to be 
carried out.” 
Communities which have 
high percentages of low and 
moderate income persons and 
minorities are looked to as hav­ 
ing a potential for HUD grants.

Supervisors study pension options 
to cope with inflationary problems 


By DICK PRAUL 
An added $1 million county 
contribution to the county’s 
pension system — to counter in­ 
flationary impacts ahead — 
might result in the county’s 
withdrawal from the Social 
Security program, or elimina­ 
tion of scores of county jobs. 
These alternatives to the 
likelihood of the county having 
to hike its contribution beginn­ 
ing next July I to meet the in­ 
roads of inflation in future pen­ 
sion payments were discussed 
Monday as two major County 
Pension Board recommenda­ 
tions went before the board. 
The supervisors agreed to put 
off a decision on the need to 
prefund inflationary impacts to 
next spring when 1976-’77 
county budget talks commence. 
But in regard to a second 
retirement board recommen­ 
tion — calling for higher pay­ 
ments for employes retiring 
before 1973 — the supervisors 
took no action beyond filing it. 
Im p act 
of 
re c a lc u la tin g 
benefits of the 305 retirees in­ 
volved would be about $1 
million and could be taken from 
an approximately $4 million 
reserve fund, according to Jay 
R om ero, representing the 
County Retirement Employes 
Assn. 


The twin recommendations 
led to Administrative Officer 
Raymond D Johnson to say he 
planned to offer a resolution to 
the board Nov. 29 allowing the 
county to announce its intent of 
pulling out of the Social 
Security program. 
Johnson explained implemen­ 
tation would take two years, 
and presumably would neces­ 
sitate a favorable vote by the 
3,000 or so county employes 
Johnson recalled that the 
county was contributing about 
$2 million a year to the Social 
Security system, and remarked 
that many employes already 
have built up sizable accounts 
they could bank on, regardless 
of discontinuance. 
But Michael Kilgore. County 
E m ployes’ 
Assn. 
general 
manager, told the board he felt 
retired employes can’t get 
along without benefitting from 
proceeds of both county pension 
and Social Security funds 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 


said he had heard some retired 
county employes were getting 
almost the equivalent erf the 
county paychecks, but Kilgore 
said that wasn’t what he under­ 
stood so far as the majority of 
retirees was concerned. 
Actuarial consultant Harry 
Church estimated that county 
costs would jump about $210,000 
for the 1976-’77 fiscal year if it 
raised its contribution to begin 
offsetting inflationary impacts.

Gasoline price decontrols hinted 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The administration, noting prices are 
holding below federal ceilings, is planning to abolish gasoline price 
controls on President Ford’s final day in office, the Los Angeles 
Times reported today. 
The Times quoted Frank Zarb, head of the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration, as saying the administration has begun work to pre­ 
sent such a proposal when Congress reconvenes Jan. 4. 
By law, the price controls will be repealed unless Congress acts 
to disapprove within 15 days — making the deadline Jan. 19, the 
day before Jimmy Carter will be sworn in as president. 
“Our preliminary evidence indicates that there will be no 
adverse effect on price or supply,” Zarb told the Times, and 
decontrol will “restore some measure of competition back into the 
system.” 


New Jersey votes death penalty 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) — The New Jersey Assembly passed 
overwhelmingly Monday night a bill which would reinstate capital 
punishment in the state. 
The death penalty was approved by a 58-16 vote after three hours 
of emotional debate and sent to the Senate along with the Model 
Penal Code, a measure that would overhaul the criminal justice 
system. 
Gov. Brendan T. Byrne has said he will sign a death penalty bill 
if it comes to his desk along with the Model Penal Code.

MALIBU, Calif. (UPI) — An earthquake centered under the 
ocean just offshore gave the Los Angeles area a brusque, but ap­ 
parently harmless, shaking Monday. 
The Caltech Seismological Laboratory in Pasadena said the 
quake registered a moderate 3.8 on the open-ended Richter Scale 
at 9:55 a m 
It was centered in the ocean about seven miles south of Malibu 
and 12 miles off the coast of Santa Monica, about 25 miles west of 
downtown Los Angeles. 


1 Radioactive water leaks into river 


RICHLAND, Wash (UPI) - An estimated 45,000 to 60,000 
gallons of water containing a very small amount of radioactivity 
leaked into the Columbia River from a broken tube at the N- 
reactor on the Hanford Nuclear Reservation, it was reported Mon­ 
day. 
The leak released only 40 curies of radioactivity, according to 
Ron Robinson, president of United Nuclear Industries, which 
operates the reactor for the federal government. 
Robinson said the magnesium isotope released into the Co­ 
lumbia had a half-life of only 2Mi hours. At its strongest, he said, 
the isotope carried radioactivity equal to only one-hundred- 
thousandths of the amount every person receives each year as nor­ 
mal background radiation. 


French statesman Malraux dies 


PARIS (UPI) — Andre Malraux, world renowned writer, 
statesman and art expert, died today in a suburban Paris hospital 
of chronic lung congestion He was 75. 
Fiance went into mourning and the French tricolor flag was 
lowered to half-staff on all public buildings and monuments. 
President Valery Giscard d'Estaing. who was one of Malraux’s 
fellow ministers in the cabinet of the late Charles de Gaulle, sent 
his personal condolences to Malraux’s daughter, Florence, the 
wife of film director Alain Resnais. 


Greek airliner crash kills 50 


SALONICA. Greece (UPI) — An Olympic Airways airliner 
crashed into a mountain in northern Greece during stormy 
weather today, killing all 50 persons aboard 
Police said rescue workers reported there were no survivors 
among the 46 passengers and four crew members 
A spokesman for the Greek airline said the Japanese-built YS11 
airliner was on a domestic flight from Athens to Kozani, 200 miles 
to the northwest, when it crashed into a mountain at an altitude of 
4.500 feet 
The spokesman said wreckage was scattered over a mountain­ 
side near the village of Metaxades. 10 miles west of Kozani. 


Legion disease 
still baffles medics 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Investigators are still baffled by the 
Legionnaires Disease that killed 29 persons four months ago 
Rep John Murphy. R-N Y., head of a special congressional sub­ 
committee investigating the illness, said today, “after all the 
searching, investigating, theorizing and handwringing. we have no 
idea what the epidemic was, or what to do if it happens again ” 
Murphy, here for two days of subcommittee hearings, said, ‘‘I 
believe it is safe to say that all of the ongoing investigations are at 
a dead end ." 


UN seat proposed for Angola 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The U N Security Council has 
recommended that the General Assembly accept Angola as its 
146th member, despite U S objections to the presence of Cuban 
troops in the west African country. The United States abstained in 
the voting Monday night 
Ambassador William Scranton, in addressing the council, 
reiterated the U S position taken June 23 when the United States 
vetoed an earlier application by the former Portuguese colony. 


Tanker blamed for river collision 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — A Norwegian tanker was responsible 
for a Mississippi River collision which capsized a ferryboat and 
killed 78 persons last month, according to Louisiana Attorney 
Genera) William Guste. 
Guste said Monday specialists in admiralty law convinced him 
the 664-foot tanker Frosta violated shipping rules when it rammed 
the ferryboat George Prince in a predawn collision Oct 20 
‘‘There is no question but that the Frosta violated a rule of the 
road,” Guste said 
Only 18 of the 96 persons on board the George Prince survived 
the collision. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
today proposed putting warning 
labels on an estimated 1 billion 
aerosol spray cans to tell con­ 
sumers they contain fluoro- 
carbon gas which may harm 
public health and the environ­ 
ment. 
The warning label is an in­ 
terim step designed to take ef­ 
fect until the FDA eventually 
places a ban on all nonessential 
uses of fluorocarbons in food, 
drug and cosmetic products. 
The labels would read: 
“‘Warning: Contains a chloro­ 
fluorocarbon that may harm 
the public health and environ­ 
ment by reducing ozone in the 
upper atmosphere.” 
The labels would apply only 
to products under the FDA’s 
jurisdiction, but that includes 
about 80 per cent of such 
fluorocarbon-using aerosols. Of 
the 2.4 billion pressurized con­ 
tainers sold annually in the 
United States, the label would 


have to be applied to 1 billion of 
them, the FDA estimated. 
The C onsum er P ro d u c t 
Safety Commission moved 
Monday against fluorocarbon 
aerosols in its jurisdiction, 
largely household cleaners and 
automobile de-greasers, by 
proposing an eventual ban on 
them. It has not proposed an in­ 
terim warning label. 


“The purpose of this warning 
is to encourage self-restraint by 
consum ers 
in purchasing 
aerosol products containing 
chlorofluorocarbons and to en­ 
courage them to seek alterna­ 
tive products.” sad FDA Com­ 
missioner Alexander Schmidt. 
“Our goal is to reduce the use 
of chlorofluorocarbons in 
aerosols until they are phased 
out.” 
The agency cited the controv­ 
ersy over the impact of the gas 
on the Earth’s protective ozone 
layer as the reason for its 
moves. 
Confirmed swine flu 
case spurs shot program 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. 
(UPI) — Missouri health of­ 
ficials. who say they have con­ 
firmed the nation’s first swine 
flu case since February, today 
made preparations for a full- 
scale immunization program in 
case of a further spread of the 
disease. 
A Concordia. Mo., man in his 
30s who experienced a mild 
respiratory disease about Oct. 
10 was infected with the swine 
flu virus. State Epidemiologist 
Dr. Denny Donnell said Mon­ 
day. 
Officials at the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta are 
examining blood samples taken 
from the victim, but have been 
reluctant to confirm the diag­ 
nosis 
Jerry Giffen. spokeswoman 
for the sta te D ivision of 
Health's swine flu immuniza­ 
tion program, said doctors and 
administrators are surveying 
the state to determine how 
much vaccine may be needed if 
more cases occur. 
“We re getting ready in case 
of a real epidemic,” Mrs. Gif­ 
fen said 
“ We have to be 
prepared to meet the new de­ 


mands. But we don’t have any 
massive amounts of people sick 
at this time, so it hasn’t been an 
outbreak as such.” 
Only 17.6 per cent of Mis­ 
souri’s 3 2 million persons con­ 
sidered eligible for the swine 
flu vaccine have been im ­ 
munized since the program 
began in September, Mrs. Gif­ 
fen said. In Lafayette County in 
west central Missouri, where 
the first case was diagnosed, 
about 20 per cent of the 20.000 
population has been im ­ 
munized 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
a little over an hour, Jimmy 
Carter tasted the power of the 
White House in the company of 
President Ford. 
Carter and Ford pulled their 
chairs close to the fireplace in 
the Oval Office Monday and 
shared the secrets of presi­ 
dents. White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen wouldn’t 
say what they talked about and 
Carter spokesman Jody Powell 
would only characterize it as “a 
very substantive discussion.” 
He added that most of the time 
was spent on foreign affairs. 
The President-elect prepared 
all day for the meeting with 
Ford and other administration 
officials. He was up at 6 a.m., 
reading documents. 
Budget Director James Lynn, 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary David Math­ 
ews, Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld all paid calls, dis­ 
cussing transition issues in the 
relaxed atmosphere of the Blair 
House library.

Foreman and Ali signed a piece of scratch paper Monday in a staged ritual 
“agreeing” to a title rematch at some point in the future. 
“He said he would fight me in three months and I’m going to look forward to 
it,” Foreman said outside the arena. “I’ll be where he can find me. He won’t 
have to look for me.” 
“You want me now don’t you? You think you’re ready?” Ali taunted 
Foreman on the floor below. “You ain’t going to fall for that rope-a-dope no 
more are you?” 
“I’m the king of boxing. I do what I like when I like,” Ali said. 
“You never heard me say I was going to retire. You heard reports out of 
Turkey. But you didn’t hear me say I was going to retire. I do what I want to do. 
“I want Foreman. I will destroy Foreman.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Twelve men and one woman were arrested Mon­ 
day. another man was sought and three printing presses confiscated in a raid of 
an alleged football card betting ring that grossed more than $500,000 a month. 
A force of 45 sheriff’s vice bureau deputies, armed with 19 search warrants, 
seized the three presses at a residence in Norwalk. More than 50,000 benzedrine 
tablets and $1.000 in cash were taken from another location in the El Sereno 
section of Los Angeles. 
Other raids were held in Paramount, Monterey Park, Monrovia and 
Lakewood. 
Those arrested were booked on charges of conspiracy to commit bookmaking 
and possession of dangerous drugs 
The ring allegedly printed 125,000 football betting cards each week and dis­ 
tributed them throughout Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s deputies said the arrests were the result of an intensive six-week 
undercover investigation.

Costello retires 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) — Larry Costello, bowing to the pressures of losing in 
hopes it could help his team become a winner once more, resigned Monday 
night after coaching the Milwaukee Bucks since their beginning in 1968. 
Named as new coach was Don Nelson, who had become an assistant under 
Costello at the beginning of the National Basketball Association season after a 
14-year playing career. At the same news conference Wayne Embry, the first 
blade general manager in the NBA. announced he will resign May 31 for “per­ 
sonal reasons ” 
In Costello’s nine seasons as coach the Bucks had a regular season mark of 
410 wins and 264 losses and a playoff record of 37-23, including an NBA title in 
1971 behind the play of Kareem Abdul-Jabbar.

They all were talking about an unsuc­ 
cessful Miami extra point try with 12 se­ 
conds left in the nationally televised 
Monday night football game that gave 
the Colts a 17-16 win over Miami and all 
but wrapped up the AFC Eastern Divi­ 
sion title. 
To win the division all the Colts have to 
do is win their remaining two home 
games against the New York Jets and 
Buffalo Bills. 
Although a loss at St. Louis in two 
weeks and three straight wins by New 
England would tie the two teams at 11-3, 
the Colts would win the championship 
because of their 7-1 record within the 
division. The Pats would finish at 6-2. 
The play that won it for Baltimore 
came after a last-minute Dolphin rally 
that saw Miami quarterback BobGriese, 
with his team down, 17-10, hit rookie 
Duriel Harris for a 41-yard completion to 
the Colt three in the last minute. 
One play later, Benny Malone dived 
over the goal line from three yards out, 
making it 17-16 Baltimore, and it looked 
like overtime. 
But the snap from Langer was low and 
Morrall had to field it off the ground He 
said the hold was good but his timing 
might have been a little off and Yepre­ 
mian might have kicked it low. 


There was some doubt whether the ball 
would have made it through the uprights 
if Barnes hadn’t gotten his thumb on it, 
but in the Colt locker room all the credit 
was going to the former University of 
Miami star. 


When, for example, Vince Lombardi 
crawled out of a sick bed to tell a 
meeting of pro football club owners to 
hold firm against demands of the 
players’ association. Jay wrote, “There 
wasn’t a dry millionaire’s eye in the 
place when the great Lombardi told 
them not to be pushed around by a bunch 
of kids.” 
When David Eisenhower, then a 
college student, got a summer job as a 
sta tistic ia n with the W ashington 
Senators. Jay noted how millions of less 
favored kids couldn’t get any summer 
work at all, and how David blandly sup­ 
ported the Vietnam War. 
“Well,” wrote Jay, “what else can one 
expect from the Plastic Flower of 
American Youth?” 
Mike Jay, age 30. behind glasses and 
mustache, sits in an old, small, crowded, 
typically littered, newspaper office in 
Manhattan. 
There is a definite place for a political 
sports columnist Jay believes, because 
“every aspect of our society is expressed 
and reflected in sports. Everything in a 
culture is interrelated. No phenomenon 
is isolated.” 
He adds that issues from economics to 
race to labor relations to women’s rights 
are as integral to sports as to any other 
comer of society. 
J a y s a y s s p o r t s in A m e r i c a 
demonstrates the fallibility of the 
capitalistic system. For example, foot­ 
ball helmets of inferior quality are made 
with the sole view of bigger profits; the 
bad helmets result in serious head in­ 
juries to Little League-type football par­ 
ticipants. 
Jay believes that sports is part of 
American imperialism in that, for exam­ 
ple, foreign labor is exploited. He points 
out that major league baseballs are now 
stitched in Haiti because workers there 
must accept $1.25 a day for their bone 
labor. 
Jay writes that ownership in sports is 
an anachronism, that players are paid as 
little as possible and owners reap as 
much profit as they can. Why. he asks, 
shouldn’t the players control the game 
and the profits themselves? 
“My work.” said Jay, “is a continua­ 
tion of the kinds of things my predeces­ 
sors at the Daily Worker — the name 
was changed to the Daily World about 
nine years ago — had been doing for 
years. 
“Give you one example. We were in 
the forefront of getting a black in 
baseball. As far back as the 1930s the 
Daily Worker was getting up petitions to 
Mayor LaGuardia in New York City to 
investigate the Jim Crow laws of 
baseball 
“A funny thing, though, it’s getting 
harder and harder to write sports dif-

ferentlv. Times are changing, and 
several members of the establishment 
press are taking a deeper and more 
humane look into sports in our society." 
Writing for a sort of pariah periodical 
has its drawbacks, to be sure. Jay is 
thoroughly aware of the stigma of being 
a Marxist sports writer. Sometimes he 
finds it hard to get press credentials for 
an event, and even when he does get in, 
he may be assigned a seat where the 
view is temporarily obscured by a pass­ 
ing cloud. 
Jay earns $100 a week, not enough to 
support his wife and baby. He hustles as 
much free-lance work as possible. “We 
live from month-to-month,” he says, 
“but the bottom has yet to fall out.” 
Jay says his satisfaction comes in be­ 
ing able to write his views freely. “On a 
more commercial newspaper,” he said, 
“big business interests would censor a 
great deal of my stuff.” 
Mike Jay is his first and middle name. 
He uses his last name only for free-lance 
writing, so the stigma of the Daily World 
won't hurt him there. He also uses this 
nom de plume so not to in any way hurt 
or embarrass his parents. 
“ I got my strong feelings about justice 
from my parents,” said Jay. “ And I 
eventually became quite political in high 
school And one thing led to another. I 
came to believe that the Marxist view 
was the proper one, from my standpoint, 
that it is an outrage for a society to suf­ 
fer unemployment and underdeveloped 
housing 
The breakdown of a class 
society into a classless one is the best 
answer I know to right those wrongs 
In making comparisons between the 
United States and socialist countries, he 
says that, yes, he is for freedom of the 
press and the freedom to travel, but that 
each society should choose its own way 
“I am totally in favor, for example, of 
the Bill of Rights in America,” he said. 
As for sports in socialist countries, he 
says America could learn much. “ Sports 
are designed for the masses — and for 
classless participation,” he said. “The 
best equipment for everybody is the goal 
in socialist countries, and the facilities 
are to be shared by everybody.” 
He admits that athletes in some 
socialist countries get special treatment. 
He excuses this by saying, “ Some 
athletes who are not politically mature 
could be swayed to defect by the tempta­ 
tions of Western material goods.” 
For all his differences, Jay resembles 
many U.S. sportswriters — that is. he is 
a sports fan He still has daydreams of 
becoming a great ice hockey goalie And 
when Oakland infielder Mike Andrews 
made an error in a World Series game, 
Jay recalled: 
“Andrews looked like Mike Jay, se­ 
cond baseman for the 1954 Blossom 
Heath Florists in the Little League, let­ 
ting an easy grounder go through his legs 
. . Andrews followed this by fielding the 
next ball cleanly and making a bad 
throw, worthy of Blossom Heath’s other 
second sacker, Weasel Strully.”

Warrior problems; help for qb's

The tipoff:

— J.P., 
Oakland, Calif. 


A. To the first question, no. The quarterback is part of the game 
and takes the same risk other players do. The officials ostensibly 
are there to protect him from late hits. John Madden of the 
Oakland Raiders has suggested that the referee blow a horn to 
warn off defenders after the quarterback has released the ball. 
John Brodie has suggested that “grounding the ball’’ be taken out 
of the rule book to give the QB a release valve. I personally think 
that quarterback injuries are cyclical. 


Q. Can women sports writers — I notice there are quite a few 
now — do a competent job covering games? What do they do about 
getting dressing room stories ? — R.S., Evansville, Ind. 
A. Well, in women’s tennis, there’s no problem at all. All your 
major newspapers are now beginning to come up with women on 
their sports staffs, and they bring a fresh viewpoint to the jock 
world. The locker room is the touchy spot. The New York Nets 
have opened up their quarters to Jane Gross of Newsday, and she 
walks around the acres of nudity without any embarrassment. But 
the Golden State Warriors, on the other hand, still keep their dress­ 
ing room closed to Stephanie Salter, who covers them regularly for 
the San Francisco Examiner. Most teams have worked out a 
system of bringing selected athletes outside the dressing room to 
the women reporters for interviews. 


Q I notice that Jim Kiick. who jumped from the Miami Dolphins 
to the World Football League with his buddy Larry Csonka. is play­ 
ing very little for the Denver Broncos. Isn’t he getting a lot of 
money for sitting around? And why did they sign him9 — M.P., 
Sterling. Colo. 
A. Kiick, playing behind Otis Armstrong, got his big money from 
Memphis He's in the $50,000 range with the Broncos, which isn’t 
out of line for a nine-year veteran. He wanted to play with Denver 
because he went to school at nearby Wyoming, and his wife is from 
the region He’s also still a handy guy to have around for spot ac­ 
tion and catching the ball on third down situations. The Broncs are 
happy with him. 
Q What has happened to Joe Washington, who looked like he was 
going to be the rookie of the year for the San Diego Chargers? I 
haven't heard of him since the season started. — W.H.. Oklahoma 
City. Okla. 
A For good reason The shifty Oklahoma graduate, so brilliant 
in the early exhibition games, hurt his knee The Chargers nursed 
him along, hoping he'd recuperate by mid-season, but now it’s ob­ 
vious Washington is going to need surgery and won’t be available 
at full speed till next year. 


Q What players do you consider the outstanding quarterbacks in 
college football and which ones are the pros going to draft? - Pete 
A., Rahway. N.J. 
A From a pro standpoint. I believe the top three are Joe Roth of 
California. Vince Ferragamo of Nebraska and Steve Pisarkiewicz 
of Missouri. The pro scouts, like Jack White of San Francisco, 
agree with me. Ferragamo is the only one who’s operated healthy 
this fall From a college standpoint, the top quarterback might 
have been Nolan Cromwell of Kansas, one of the great athletes in 


America, who went out for the season with a knee injury. The proa 
project him as a free safety. 


Q What was the surgery performed«!! Randy Jones and how will 
it affect his career? — G.G., Oceanside, Calif. 
A The surgery was on a nerve in his left arm, and the doctors 
project full recovery for the Cy Young Award winner of the San 
Diego Padres.

Q. How did they happen to come up with the name of Super Bowl 
for the championship game of professional football?

They’d bounce it on the driveway and 
it would go over the house. It was called a “Super Ball.” "In a 
meeting one day,” continues Lamar, "the term Super Bowl just 
popped out of my mouth — I guess I was thinking about Sharron’s 
ball — and everybody smiled. That’s what we started calling it.” 
By Super Bowl III, the designation became official. 


Q. Has any heavyweight champion gone through his career un­ 
defeated? How many fights has Muhammad Ali lost? — T.C., 
Elizabeth, N.J. 
A. There’s only one spotless record in the history of boxing. It 
belongs to the late Rocky Marciano, who won all 49 of his profes­ 
sional fights. 43 by knockouts ( he lost one fight as an amateur, to 
Coley Wallace). On the record, Ali was beaten twice, by Joe 
Frazier and Kenny Norton. 


Q. If a player blocks a kick and runs into the kicker, under the 
rules of football shouldn’t he be called for roughing the kicker? — 
R.T., Cincinnati, Ohio.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Averell Harriman, at 85, 
still serves the nation 


WASHINGTON — So much in this 
column over the years has been devoted 
to criticism and fault-finding that it is a 
pleasure to write a tribute — yes, a sen­ 
timental tribute — to a great American 
who is observing his 85th birthday. At 85, 
W. Averell Harriman is as alert and as 
concerned with the 
condition of the world 
as he was when he was 
an active participant 
in world affairs 30 
years or more ago. 
Harriman and his 
wife Pamela recently 
re tu rn e d 
from 
Moscow where he had 
a three-hour discus­ 
sion with Communist 
P a rty 
C h a irm a n 
Leonid 
Brezhnev. 
Harriman told friends 
on his return that he 
thought he had per­ 
formed the greatest 
service, as a private 
citizen, of his entire 
life. 
While it was written that he had gone 
as the representative of President-elect 
Jimmy Carter, this was not entirely ac­ 
curate. A considerable discussion with 
Carter had preceded his departure But 
he did not go in any official capacity. 
Brezhnev, as they sat down to talk in 
the Kremlin, confronted Harriman with 
a series of statements made during the 
presidential campaign the general tenor 
of which was the need to get tougher with 
the Soviet Union and to budget larger 
amounts for weaponry and particularly 
nuclear weapons. 
Harriman did not, as has been written, 
dismiss this as merely campaign 
rhetoric. He said it was a time for 
patience and judgment should be post­ 
poned until after the election. 
On his side, Brezhnev discussed frank­ 
ly the hard-liners in the Comintern and 
their doubts about any relaxation of ten­ 
sions with the United States. He said he 
had committed himself to the policy that 
had led to SALT I and, hopefully, would 
bring about SALT II. 
H arrim an was convinced that 
Brezhnev had put his position 
in as 
honest and straightforward a fashion as

possible. He did not hesitate to remind 
the chairman of some of the embarrass­ 
ments arising under the Helsinki agree­ 
ment, with flagrant violations of 
freedom of exit and other stipulations. 
After Moscow the Harrimans went to 
Yugoslavia where diplomatic bungling 
had produced a thicket of ill will. 
This was compounded by Carter’s own 
ill-advised comment on whether or not 
American troops should intervene if the 
independence of Yugoslavia were 
threatened upon the death of 84-year-old 
Marshal Tito. Harriman had extensive 
talks that helped to ease the situation 
To characterize Harriman as a hawk 
or a dove is nonsense and in particular 
because of one of the crucial steps in his 
career. Ambassador to Moscow in the 
closing years of World War II, he 
returned to Washington after the ar­ 
mistice to tell President Truman the full 
truth about Stalin’s postwar plans. 
The dictator had not the slightest in­ 
tention of removing Russian troops from 
Eastern Europe and giving the satellites 
a chance for independence. This was his 
preserve and he intended to keep it with 
all the ruthlessness that had seen the ex­ 
tinction of millions of Soviet citizens. 
I have a vivid memory of a session 
with Harriman held at that time with a 
dozen or so commentators in which he 
sought to give us the same facts. TTie 
pro-Soviet propaganda during the war 
had been very strong and some were 
reluctant to believe him. But every word 
he spoke was proved by later events. 
With the enormous arsenal of nuclear 
weapons on each side of the divide, 
Harriman has come to believe there is no 
alternative but not, as he has put it, to 
peaceful coexistence but competitive 
coexistence; competitive in all fields of 
excellence. 
I am sure his influence will be in op­ 
position to ever-larger military budgets 
and to the limited nuclear war that is 
part of the Schlesinger doctrine with ac­ 
tive disciples prepared to push it. He 
wants nothing for himself except, as in 
Moscow, the role of good citizen. 
Returning from Europe recently, I told 
him I had talked with many Europeans 
who took it for granted that Harriman 
would be the next Secretary of State. He 
laughed “Ten years ago I would have 
been interested,” he said, “but not 
today.” 
As ambassador to London and to 
Moscow, as governor of New York, with 
a half-dozen posts in the State Depart­ 
ment, including an effort to end the Viet­ 
nam war long before the sorry collapse 
that brought such opprobrium on the 
United States, Carter should draw on this 
range of experience not merely in the in­ 
terval of transition but once he is in the 
White House — and not occasionally, but 
on a week-to-week basis. 
May I say for myself that I hope this 
wise man can be with us until 90 or, for 
that matter, 100. Bom very rich, he 
might have been a polo player and 
playboy and one of those donors who 
salve their conscience by tax-deductible 
gifts. He has instead been a foremost 
public citizen in a nation where that title 
is all too rare. 


WASHINGTON — The public has the 
mistaken impression that Jimmy Carter, 
once he’s installed in the White House, 
will be able to release Richard Nixon’s 
tapes and records. They contain many 
dark secrets that still hang over the Nix­ 
on years. 
But our sources say 
it will take at least 
five years, even with 
favorable court rul­ 
ings, to break loose 
the 
co n tro v ersial 
tapes and letters. Jim­ 
my Carter will have 
little, if anything, to 
say about it. 
Some 900 rolls of 
tapes, containing the 
conversations of Nix­ 
on and his aides inside 
the Oval Office, re­ 
main under court seal. 
Another 36 million to 
42 million pieces of 
paper are also locked 
up awaiting court ac­ 
tion. 
Congress has already enacted special 
legislation, giving the government con­ 
trol of the Nixon material. But the 
former president has successfully tied 
up their release in the courts 
The most sensitive papers and all the 
tapes, meanwhile, are stored in the Ex­ 
ecutive Office Building adjoining 
White House The bulk of the material is 
kept under guard in the General Services 
Administration’s warehouse in Suitland, 
Md 
The Supreme Court, if it agrees with a 
lower court ruling, could uphold 
Congress in a few weeks. Or the 
Supreme Court may ask for oral argu­ 
ments and hold off a ruling until next 
year. 
Even if the Supreme Court rules 
against Nixon, he can file a second suit 
on constitutional grounds and start the 
whole process over. This would extend 
the secrecy at least until the fall of 1978. 
Once the courts clear the way. GSA is 
drafting regulations that would permit 
the release of almost everything con­ 
tained in the tapes and papers. TTie 
Archives plans to assign 100 workers to 
do the cataloguing. But this exhaustive 
chore would take until about 1981. 
Eventually, the Nixon papers and 
tapes will be open to the public, the 
courts willing, in 11 different cities. The 
only material that would be withheld 
would be Nixon’s personal papers, such 
as letters to his wife; military secrets; 
information that might interfere with a 
fair trial; documents that violate the 
Privacy Act, and perhaps a few other 
categories. 
But nothing is likely to be available 
during Jimmy Carter’s first term 
BATHROOM HAZARDS - Of 396 
danger areas where Americans should 
venture with caution, the bathroom 
ranks 14th. It is positively dangerous, ac­ 
cording to government studies, to take a 
bath or shower. 


At least 110,000 casualties occur each 
year in the bathrooms of America. And 
of all the bathroom hazards, the common 
tub is the most menacing. Bathers are 
constantly slipping, falling and bumping 
their heads in the bathtub. 
Unless safety measures are adopted, it 
will cost Americans $1.6 billion for 
bathroom injuries and deaths over the 
next 40 years. Yet until a few weeks ago, 
neither the bathroom industry, the 
government nor consumer groups had 
done much to improve bathroom safety. 
The fear of mandatory standards, 
however, has now forced the bathroom 
equipment manufacturers to prepare 
voluntary safety standards. These have 
been submitted to the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, which will decide 
whether to let the industry police itself. 
The minutes of a dozen meetings offer 
a rare, behind-the-scenes glimpse of an 
industry struggling to regulate itself. 
First the manufacturers had to over­ 
come government suspicion. Some of 
them had been slapped by the Justice 
Dept for alleged price fixing, and they 
feared the federal lawyers might regard 
their meetings as a dark conspiracy. In a 
confidential exchange of letters, the 
Justice Dept, finally gave them a 
guarded go-ahead. 


The porcelain potentates also had to 
convince the Consumer Products Safety 
Commission that they were making a 
serious effort to come up with substan­ 
tial safety standards. They finally 
allayed the commission’s suspicions by 
confessing abjectly that their tubs were 
too slippery, that they needed standards 
for “grab bars” and that they had 
neglected to install antiscalding 
devices. 
Finally, the manufacturers decided, 
according to the minutes, that they had 
to show some “direct participation by 
consumers.” So they issued a wholesale 
invitation to a senior citizens group, 
whose members dutifully sat through the 
proceedings. 
The tub and shower makers haggled 
over the fine points of antislip surfaces, 
grab bars, towel racks, soap dishes and 
antiscalding devices. A series of stan­ 
dards were finally agreed upon, plus 
these recommendations for the future: 
Telephones or intercoms in bathrooms 
were proposed so that mothers won t 
have to leave babies alone in the bath. 
This happens to be the most frequent 
cause of bathroom deaths. Padded tub 
edges, nonshatterable shower enclosures 
and flexible shower hoses were also 
suggested.

If you are like most folks, you are get­ 
ting ready to select your Thanksgiving 
turkey about now. 
As a public service, the R.O.V. 
Kitchen Research Bureau is ready to 
give you a hand with the problem of 
preparing your turkey for the table. 
To begin with, you might 
realize that turkeys 
come in just one size 
— too big. It is useless 
to take the bird home 
a f t e r b uyi ng it, 
because I can tell you 
in advance it won’t fit 
in the roasting pan you 
own. Go straight to the 
nearest department 
store and have it fitted 
to the right-sized pan. 
If you think that you 
are now ready to go 
h ome 
and 
s t a r t 
preparing the turkey, 
think again! You have 
to take the roasting 
pan to the nearest 
major appliance store 
because — let’s face it - 
oven is not going to close with a pan that 
big inside. 
Don’t fight it. Buy the new stove with 
the popular outsized oven and arrange 
for immediate delivery. Do not yield to 
the temptation that is now confronting 
you — to go out and give the turkey to 
some nice hoboes who have no oven 
problems. Congratulate yourself on this 
small victory and head for home. 
You now are ready to begin prepara­ 
tions for a Thanksgiving dinner you will 
not soon forget! 
At home, naturally you are interested 
in refrigerating the bird until Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day. Remove everything from your 
refrigerator, including the shelves, so 
that your turkey will fit inside. 
Everything will be all right for the 
next few hours as you await the delivery 
of your outsized own. Soon, however, as 
you stand in your kitchen among souring 
milk, softening butter, wilting 
vegetables and other items removed to 
make room for the turkey, a few 
problems may develop. 
Your wife will have locked herself in 
the bedroom and your children are cry­ 
ing for milk. The cat is glaring at you 
from the kitchen table and the dog is 
devouring a beef roast from off the floor, 
nipping occasionally at your leg just to 
keep in the mood of family disunity. 
You must not be discouraged. Keep the 
future in focus, remembering that you 
are on your way to a Thanksgiving dinner 
the family will never forget. 
Right now would be a good time to 
leave the house and go shopping for other 
goodies you will need. 
Once at the store, your cares are 
forgotten as you ponder the matter of 
picking up the necessities for the turkey 
dressing, which takes a lot of stale 
bread. For some reason you are not go­ 
ing to be able to find a single piece of 
stale bread around the house, and if you 
think the grocery store is going to have 
any stale bread lying around which you 
can buy for half price, forget it. 
Since they will be out of stale bread, 
they will have to stale some bread on 
purpose, and it costs money to stale 
bread purposely. Therefore, you find 
that stale bread is sold at a premium 
price. 
Don’t fret. Consider what you already 
have paid for the turkey, roasting pan. 
kitchen range with outsized oven and the 
wasted food back there on the kitchen 
floor and the $2.50 you pay for the stale 
bread seems like a bargain. 
Once home again, it is time to start 
dressing the turkey. (Doesn’t he look 
nice! And that bow tie — it’s dah-ling!) 
Once dressed, there are a few finishing 
touches. For instance, there are some 
pinfeathers on the bird. 
Any good electric razor will take care 
of this problem. (We here at the R.O V. 
Kitchen Research Bureau do not recom­ 
mend a wet shave. Even though the 
lather works up well, the powdering that 
follows does not blend with the sage in 
the dressing.) 
Now — on the night before Thanksgiv­ 
ing you put the turkey in the oven to cook 
it. An important part of the cooking 
process is the basting. (Note that the 
word is “ basting.” One neophyte cook 
pasted his turkey every hour with cheap 
library paste. Some of his guests thought 
this detracted from the flavor. It was ex­ 
plained away as a simple breakdown in 
communications and everyone had a 
good laugh about it. Your guests, 
however, may not be so friendly). 
With the turkey well cooked, the meat 
will be fairly falling off the bones. Until 
you go to carve it, that is. Once on the 
table, the parts of the turkey will cling tc 
each other like a baby ape to its mother 
The answer is to precarve the turkey ir 
the workshop. A table vise and powei 
saw are standard equipment, althougl 
some gourmets report that a band sav 
gives a more decorative finish to th< 
serving pieces. 
Then invite your mother-in-law to din 
ner. Perhaps she will bring your wife an 
children along. (They will have gon< 
home to mother, as you recall. Or did 
neglect to mention that? Oh, well - 
never mind. It’s Thanksgiving, so b 
charitable and forgive them). 
Bon apetit!
